With Febru-
ary quickly passing, many are now taking counts of inventory on hand
and starting to make plans for fertilizer and spring work for the upcom-
ing growing season. Hay movement is slow. The supply of hay is mod-
erate, demand is light to moderate, and prices are steady. The Missouri
Department of Agriculture has a hay directory available for both buyers
and sellers.
